While many Catholic educators claim 
that the curricula Catholic elementary 
and secondary schools could dehydrated, 
meager offerings for specialized teachers 
Catholic colleges and universities are de- 
priving lay and religious 
religion million and half physically 
mentally handicapped Catholic children. 
Released time and Catholic Sunday school 
classes lack trained personnel for the re- 
ligious instruction handicapped children. 
These same children are excluded from 
religious education Catholic elementary 
schools due lack trained teachers and 
special classes; barred from Catholic sec- 
ondary schools for the same reasons made 
irrevocable entrance examinations; and 
shut out Catholic colleges and univer- 
sities through lack ramps, elevators, 
hand rails, and lack foresight building 
construction. 

Relegated the barren wastelands 
irreligious education state institutions 
public schools account their 
handicap, they are further penalized the 
lack provisions for their religious in- 
struction. Their religious instruction de- 
pends upon teachers who are Catholics 
and who turn expect find courses 
and sequence courses leading teacher 
certification the field special educa- 
tion Catholic universities and colleges. 
Can afford suffer the loss good 
public relations continuing exclude 
Catholic handicapped children from Cath- 
olic elementary and secondary schools?

Catholic handicapped children expendable? 
Can Catholic colleges and universities af- 
ford ignore federal funds offered for 
research the field special education? 
How much longer are going pro- 
crastinate? Our schools were built 
Catholics for all Catholic children regard- 
less race, color, handicapping con- 
ditions. Are the “apostles today” justi- 
fied driving away handicapped children 
from Catholic schools and religious in- 
struction, should pray the Master 
chide them? “Suffer the little children 
and forbid them not come Me: for 
the kingdom heaven for such” (Mt.

Today, never before, the public 
focusing attention the education the 
handicapped. The federal government 
hopes rehabilitate 200,000 handicapped 
persons through the Office Vocational 
Rehabilitation. The number colleges 
and universities offering sequences prep- 
aration special education almost doubled 
five years. There has been definite 
trend throughout the country away from 
institutional life for the handicapped and 
five years there has been 30.5 per cent 
increase day school attendance, with 
the greatest growth the secondary level 
public schools. parochial school cir- 
cles, the greatest progress has been the 
establishment special day classes for 
educable mentally retarded children with 

When administrators colleges and 
universities consider the establishment 
programs prepare special education per- 
sonnel, they recognize that this field merits 
attention because the great human 
need. Nevertheless, they face the practical 
problem whether not the number 
exceptional children large enough 
warrant the financial investment necessary 
maintain worthwhile program for the 
preparation special teachers. According 
the United States government statistics, 
12.7 per cent all children school age 
are exceptional. There are more than five 
million exceptional children the country, 
and this number million and half 
are Catholics. 

The Catholic parochial school system 
the largest the private school systems 
the United States today educating 
per cent all children attending private 
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schools. There are 2383 Catholic secondary 
schools and 9568 Catholic elementary 
schools educating some 3,544,598 children. 
Catholic schools now enroll about per 
cent the Catholic children the United 
States. Approximately one out every 
eight the 72,283 teachers lay per- 
son. Catholic elementary schools should ex- 
pect enrollment least 3,823,000 
pupils 1958. 1963 Catholic schools 
will need approximately 70,000 more 
teachers and 53,000 additional classrooms. 

The challenge confronting Catholic edu- 
cators train special education teachers 
teach religion not only handicapped 
parochial school children but also public 
school Catholic children with handicaps. 
grand total more than 6,805,129 
Catholic children throughout the country 
should receiving religious instruction 
now. What are doing for million and 
half these children who need specially 
trained teachers religion? The woeful 
lack courses the field special 
education Catholic universities and col- 
leges with the resultant lack trained 
teachers depriving these handicapped 
children religious instruction. 

With the large number children en- 
tering parochial schools, the increase 
the number exceptional children will 
become apparent. The number children 
with handicaps increasing today due 
the increased birthrate and lowered infant 
mortality. Besides those with physical 
handicaps, there are about nine million 
need treatment due mental illness. One 
and half million these are suffering 
from mental illness, and about seven and 
half million from other personality dis- 
turbances. addition, there are about 
one and half million people about one 
per cent the population—who are 
mentally deficient. More than half the 
hospital beds the country about 
occupied mental patients, 
besides the 120,000 mentally deficient and 
the 200,000 epileptics who are institu- 
tions. Some ten per cent the school 
children the nation are emotionally dis- 
turbed. 

There growing demand for special- 
ists and teachers trained the field 
special education and nationwide drives 
for students physical therapy, occupa- 
tional therapy, medical social work, psy- 
chiatric nursing, and many other fields. 
However, there comparatively small 
number available training. esti- 
mated that additional 5200 physical 
therapists, 1000 medical social workers, 
and 2900 occupational therapists are 


urgently needed round out the treatment 
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polio and other handicapping conditions. 

Scholarships, fellowships, and internships 
for physicians, therapists, social workers, 
and special teachers are offered through 
private agencies and government subsidy 
stimulate recruitment. And yet Catholic 
colleges and universities have failed 
offer courses the field special educa- 
tion. The supply specialized personnel 
far from adequate. 


Catholic Philosophy Education 


Greater stress and attention must 
given the Catholic philosophy edu- 
cation with regard the exceptional child, 
together with overcoming the fear at- 
tacking the problem and providing 
education for all God’s children. Every

This image, first glance, may look un- 
divine; nevertheless, our Catholic philoso- 
phy recognizes the intrinsic dignity 
every man which cannot lost any 
mental physical impairment. Every child 
has right Catholic education and 
our duty train teachers the field 
religion for the handicapped child. 

Our Catholic schools were built teach 
religion all God’s children. must 
bear mind that withered arm 
crippled leg does not mean warped 
mind. the Author Life has made al- 
lowances for individual differences, why 
cannot our Catholic elementary and sec- 
ondary schools the same? 

Handicapped persons are the minority 
and the majority will never understand 
them. Understanding rendered more 
difficult since the normal seldom come 
contact with the abnormal elementary 
secondary schools colleges, and because 
few colleges offer 
courses clinical psychology and like 
sciences. Only three Catholic colleges now 
offer doctorates clinical psychology. 
Catholics should know the disadvantages 
accruing being the minority, and 
ward exceptional children who are the

Higher Learning Offer Courses 


The United States Office Education 
has completed several studies the field 
special education. There are 122 insti- 
tutions higher learning which are offer- 
ing sequences preparation during the 
academic year least one area 
exceptionality. these 122 colleges and 
universities only seven Catholic institutions 
higher learning were had 
courses speech and one had course 
for teachers the mentally retarded. 
Only one Catholic institution has depart- 
ment special education! Since 258 Cath- 
olic colleges and universities fail offer 
courses the field special education, 
gious lack training and requirements for 
state certification. Consequently, handi- 
capped children are refused admission 
Catholic elementary schools, while per 
cent the Catholic high schools have 
barriers admission. 

You can well imagine the terrific loss 
the faith when trained teachers re- 
ligion are not available for million and 
half Catholic children besides millions 
adults! recent survey disclosed that 
religious instruction programs were op- 
eration for handicapped children only 
fourteen dioceses the United States. 
one field alone area the mentally 
are only 2000 children 
Catholic day residential schools re- 
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ceiving religious instruction, while some 
638,000 Catholic mentally retarded chil- 
need materials and trained personnel 
for their religious instruction. Besides, 
there are more than 320,000 Catholic 
children with below who are 
incapable sin and 1,280,000 non-Catholic 
aints God through the saving waters 
baptism. 

The education exceptional children 
been developing the United States 
about hundred years. Today every 
some type special education has 
authorized, and all but two states 
reimbursement has been authorized from 
funds.

75, and these states, au- 
thorize classes for the severely mentally 
handicapped “trainable” group with 
1.Q. below 50. Forty-four states not only 
have comprehensive program classes 
for physically and mentally handicapped 
children but give financial assistance 
carrying out these programs. Forty-one 
states provide for hospital and/or home 
instruction; states provide transporta- 
tion. Most the states have special re- 
quirements for teachers exceptional 
children and many authorize training pro- 
grams and scholarships for teachers 
handicapped children. Nearly every state 
has someone the state level supervise 
and approve special-education programs. 
states, state assistance has been ex- 
tended programs for socially malad- 
justed delinquent children. 

The three specialities most sought 
school systems throughout the country are: 
teachers the mentally retarded; speech 
teachers; and teachers the deaf. Only 
4601 students are reported majoring 
the various areas special education 
2996 the undergraduate level and 1397 
are working for their master’s degree and 
208 for their doctorate. Twenty-three 
the 122 institutions higher learning 
which prepare teachers have directors 
pecial education and about 2500 full-time 
‘nstructors special education.

State Legislation 


There are two kinds state legislation 
for exceptional children. Permissive legisla- 
tion allows local districts provide serv- 
ices for exceptional children; mandatory 
legislation requires the establishment 
services under certain conditions. There 
apparently trend away from man- 
datory legislation; most the legislation 
since 1949 has been permissive. 

Teachers normal children may pre- 
pare themselves for sight-saving classes, 
classes for crippled children, 
classes one two summers. Speech 
correctionists and teachers the deaf re- 
quire year year and half 
specialized training. Instead selecting ex- 
perienced teachers normal children, an- 
other plan teacher education provides 
for four- five-year curriculum for 
teachers exceptional children. Psychol- 
ogy, educational psychology, principles and 
techniques elementary education, and 
some student teaching normal children 
are some the requirements. 

Persons preparing directors 
supervisors teachers the field 
special education will seek colleges which 
offer preparation the graduate level and 
whose curricula are comprehensive enough 
prepare them fully for work all 
most areas exceptionality. The elements 
leading educators and reported 
recent United States government study en- 
titled Directors and Supervisors Special 
Education Local School Systems will 
particular interest colleges and uni- 
versities. adequate curriculum pro- 
fessional preparation should emphasize in- 
tensive study (1) the characteristics 
various types handicapped gifted 
children and appropriate ways providing 
education for them; (2) legal provisions 
and administrative regulations; (3) instruc- 
tional programs, including methods, ma- 
terials, and equipment for such children 
the deaf the mentally retarded; (4) 
current trends, problems, and relevant re- 
search special education; and (5) com- 
munity services for exceptional children. 
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Teachers who enter the field the ex- 
ceptional child appear well satisfied 
with their choice profession according 
the survey, and relatively few change 
other fields teaching. Recruitment 
special-education teachers has been diffi- 
cult because high school and college coun- 
selors are not generally acquainted with the 
field and Catholic centers for such training 
are practically nonexistent. 

During the nineteenth century, the blind 
and the deaf were the two most important 
areas the field the physically handi- 
capped the United States, and received 
the greater amount attention. The men- 
tally retarded are now riding the crest 
the waves, and when interest that field 
wanes, the gifted are expected come 
the fore. More training needed for 
teacher the deaf than any other 
teacher special education, because deaf- 
ness not only physical but also 
educational handicap. 1955, there were 
centers where teachers the deaf were 
trained with 132 teachers the deaf being 
graduated. The increase speech and 
hearing clinic personnel colleges and 
medical schools absorbed many these 
teachers who otherwise would the 
classrooms for the deaf. Summer schools 
for teachers the deaf are immediate 
need. The speech therapist, the audiologist, 
the clinical diagnostician, besides the gen- 
eral teacher the deaf 
speech, speech reading, auditory training, 
and subject matter are vitally needed 
Catholic educational circles today! 


Federal Grants for Research 

Institutions Higher Learning 
the end February, 1956, re- 
search projects the Federal Government 
amounting $742,361 had been approved. 
The entire program will amount $1,020,- 
190 which two thirds $675,000 has 
been specifically earmarked for research 
education mentally retarded children. 
The Federal Government makes grants 
nonprofit organizations and agencies as- 


sist meeting costs projects for re- 
search, training, traineeships, and 
projects which hold promise making 
substantial contribution the solution 
vocational rehabilitation problems. Uni- 
versities and colleges have received grants 
for graduate training 
counseling, counseling psychology, voca- 
tional counseling, social work, 
dergraduate training physical and oc- 
cupational therapy. Only one 
institution higher learning has ac- 
credited course physical therapy 
only two occupational therapy. 
grants these areas, many othe 
fields, are lost due the woeful lack 
accredited courses Catholic universitie 
and colleges. 

The National Institute 
Diseases and Blindness, the 
Institutes Health, has made large grant: 
colleges and universities. 
$151,470 Loyola University 
develop mental health curriculum for 
theological students. Regis College proj- 
ect under the direction Sister Mary 
Viterbo, director and chief psychologist 
the Regis College clinic, will test the effec- 
tiveness modified counseling procedure 
promoting learning among bright stu- 
dents who have been doing poorly their 
school subjects. Regis College will invest 
$1,000 the project and the Federal Gov- 
ernment $5,000. Large sums six figures 
have been given many secular institu- 
tions higher learning. Twenty-six college 
housing loans were approved the Com- 
munity Facilities Administration. these 
five went Catholic institutions. the 
new federal budget? there item calling 
for $500,000 appropriation alleviate 
the critical need for teachers the men- 
tally retarded. would provide fellowships 
for 200 persons the graduate level. 
Only three Catholic institutions higher 
learning offer courses for teachers men- 
tally retarded children. aftermath 
the indifference shown Catholic edu- 
cators the field special education has 
been the terrific dearth instructional 
materials Catholic nature all the 
fields exceptionality. 

conclusion wish say that Catholic 
educators throughout the United States 
must begin now make provision their 
system 
ondary and college levels for the train- 
ing teachers, the establishment 
classes, facilities, and clinics for 
school children, the preparation instruc- 
tional materials, and planned program 
religious instruction for exceptional 
children who are Catholics.

behooves Catholic educators re- 
flect upon the impact lack impact 
that Mediator Dei has had upon Catholic 
education. The writer believes that, for the 
most part, the encyclical its substance 
largely unknown Catholic teachers. 
They have too often considered docu- 
ment prime interest liturgists only, 
and not specific importance the class- 
room teacher. Though most Catholic teach- 
ers have been very co-operative and con- 
structive their approach the new 
liturgical developments there seems have 
been many places either slowness 
inability put corporate worship into 
practice. Put another way, some our 
faculties have lacked the “know-how.” They 
like the theory but have difficulty ap- 
plying it. 

cannot stated too emphatically that 
the encyclical will repay any attention 
given it.

Participation the Faithful 


Perhaps the most important section 
Mediator Dei for the teacher Section 
(paragraphs 80-112) which concerns 
self with the Participation the Faithful 
the Eucharistic Sacrifice. 

this point the Holy Father says 
“that all the faithful should aware that 
participate the Eucharistic Sacrifice 
their chief duty and supreme dignity” 
(par. 80). This statement alone might well 
furnish the subject matter for full period 
class discussion. The Holy Father goes 
on: “By the waters Baptism 
Christians are made members the Mysti- 
cal Body Christ the Priest and (that) 
character participate according their 
condition the priesthood Christ” 
(par. 88) and “in union with Him and 
through Him all the members the 
Mystical Body pay God the honor and 
reverence due Him” (par. 93). 

The faithful should offer themselves 
victims (par. 98) purifying their souls 
that “in union with the Immaculate Victim 
(they) become victim acceptable the 
Eternal Father” (par. 100). This should 
“be the intention and aspiration the 
faithful when they offer the divine 
Victim the Mass.” 

The Pope then praises those who help 
make the people more familiar with 
the Roman Missal. The sentences immedi- 
ately following are extreme importance 
every teacher: “They also are 
commended who strive make the liturgy 
even external way sacred act 
which all who are present may share. This 
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can done more than one way, when, 
for instance, the whole congregation 
accordance with the rules the Liturgy, 
either answer the priest orderly and 
fitting manner, sing hymns suitable 
the different parts the Mass both, 
finally high Masses when they answer 
the prayers the minister Jesus Christ 
and also sing the liturgical chant” (par. 
105). And the section 
concludes with these words, earnest 
effort must made unite the con- 
with the Divine Redeemer that their 
lives may daily enriched with more 
abundant sanctity, and greater glory 
given the Heavenly Father.” 

Needless say any active participation

High the priority list adolescent 
needs are: (1) sense belonging, (2) 
independence, and (3) sense security.

Steady dating, which limits social contact 
with other boys and girls, can lessened 
more folk and group dancing, school- 
sponsored dancing lessons, and, some 
extent, program dancing.

Relations With Pastors 


The teen-age problem with reference 
good and fruitful parish membership has 
with social activity.

Least mentioned problems are personality 
clashes between pastor assistant and 
students, along with the pastor assistant 
favoring girl boy groups.

counterpart the much publicized and 
patronized YMCA long overdue. 


Personal Problems 


Aside from per cent the students 
answering the questionnaire who indicated 
that they had personal problems, the 
most frequently mentioned problem for 
both boys and girls has with out-of- 
school activities. Strangely enough, the 
problem cursing almost often indi- 
cated personal problem for high school 
girls with boys; the problem self- 
abuse with boys ranks third the cate- 
gory personal problems. 

Boys’ REACTIONS: 

“There are too many beer-busts and 
drinking parties among high school boys 
today; these are stag parties which 
speak.” 

“Staying out trouble the way 
games, during and after the games after 
dances. When with gang fellows 
seeking thrill, hard say no.” 

“Lack responsibility, inability con- 
centrate prayers and religious duties, 
inability feel ease, shyness, laziness 
study, poor conversationalist.” 

REACTIONS: 

“Saying drinking and necking. 
you don’t neck, you don’t date; take your 
choice.” 

“Meeting well-mannered, older 
boys rather than those high school 

“My boy friend’s mother expects 
her son’s guardian, wanting influ- 
ence him things which refuses 
for her, e.g., haircut, clothes, house- 
work.”

“Inferiority complex,

Students should taught that good 
conduct athletic and social activities 
responsibility.

Movies, TV, Reading, Social 
Events 


Coduct social events ranks highest 
this category followed closely problems 
with the movies.

Social events this number are some 
extent repetitious out-of-school activi- 
ties; however, some points mentioned 
boys and girls this connection are re- 
corded here:

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Approximately year ago the author 
this article conducted survey dis- 
cover the trend growth industrial 
education the Catholic high schools 
some the largest dioceses covering 
the East, South, Midwest, and 
Questionnaires were sent the superin- 
tendents schools requesting information 
the number schools offering any 
form industrial education (mechanical 
drawing, general shop, unit shops, etc.) 
the year 1930, 1941, and 1954. 
per cent the dioceses surveyed returned 
the questionnaires with the desired infor- 
mation plus many additional comments. 

From the information received the 
questionnaires and that available from the 
Official Catholic Directory, was learned 
that 1930 there were 336 Catholic high 
schools the dioceses surveyed, 
three which offered some form in- 
dustrial education. 1941, there were 
662 Catholic high schools the 
surveyed dioceses with offering some 
type industrial education. Covering these 
same dioceses for the year 1954, 
total 803 Catholic high schools, 144 
offered some type industrial education. 

When asked name some the factors 
which hindered the development indus- 
trial education their school system, more 
than per cent the superintendents 
listed, “lack money for the program,” 
and “lack qualified teachers” major 
factors. Less frequently mentioned were, 
“the crowded conditions the schools,” 
and “the belief that industrial education 
programs are only for students with low 
All the above factors have been 
found not only the Catholic school sys- 
tems but many public systems well. 
Financing our schools has been problem 
from the beginning and will continue 
one the future. Teacher shortage has 
been problem all school systems. 
Since the majority our Catholic schools 
are taught nuns, who are seldom trained 
industrial education subject matter, the 
only alternative employ qualified lay- 
men the program introduced. 
This many school administrators have been 
reluctant do. Some communities nuns 
have investigated the industrial education 
program and understand its importance 
our modern America with the result that 
they are training some nuns teach me- 
chanical drawing well some the 
shop programs. This truly commend- 
able beginning. the schools where boys 
would taking shopwork, male shop 
teachers would more desirable. 


1This article was written early the year 1957. 
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All the school systems have suffered from 
increased enrollment. Using the dioceses 
surveyed example, the high school 
enrollment has average 
per cent since 1941. This increase 
means the schools are forced 
facilities accommodate the additional 
students, which, turn, leaves little room 
money introduce desirable prorgam 
industrial education. 


Preparation for Life 

The present financial problem the 
Catholic school systems nothing new. 
However, the fact that industrial subjects 
have have not been introduced into our 
schoo!s not always matter finance. 
The problem is, first all, one phi- 
losophy. Many our Catholic educators 
refuse seat this “Johnny-come-lately” 
next and Pythagoras. 
These same educators will spend large sums 
money first-rate chemistry, 
physics, and biology laboratories which 
help prepare students enter college and 
future careers science and engineering. 
Are the students who intend enter in- 
dustry directly after graduation less im- 
portant? Too many young people this 
country not themselves are 
not prepared others enter life’s 
work; they drift into job upon 
leaving school like stick carried the 
stream and deposited chance the 
shore. High school days are over, 
Johnny must find employment. When ap- 
plying for work, suddenly realizes 
has specific skills offer, training 
barter sell. make matters worse, 
Johnny has not had the advantage train- 
ing aid him discover where his talents 
and inclinations lie that 
choose some desirable field employment 
from among the vast and complex network 
modern industry. Girls leaving high 
school with secretarial business training 
are far more fortunate, for they have been 
they know what expected them. 


Demand for Industrial Education 

Some the factors aiding the develop- 
ment industrial education Catholic 
high schools were listed the question- 
naires. 


The demand for industrial education 
parents, students, and the community has 
helped convince some Catholic educators 
its need; industrial programs have been 
fostered sympathetic superintendents 
Catholic schools well state depart- 
ments education; heads religious 
communities have included industrial pro- 
grams new schools erected the various 
dioceses; Catholic educators have become 
aware that some students are not capable 
following purely academic course. 
the latter reason were the sole criterion 
for adopting industrial education, would 
indicate decided lack 
the industrial program. True, poorer 
student can helped the individual 
attention that the industrial program gives; 
however, this should not exclude the more 
gifted student who might well encour- 
aged enier some apprentice program 
upon completion high school. Modern 
industry needs the skilled intelligence 
its foremen and supervisors well the 
basic abilities and talents the mechanics. 

When asked industrial education pro- 
grams had any “holding influ- 
ence keeping students school longer, 
the superintendents answered 
the affirmative. Several very emphatically 
thought the shop programs kept many boys 
from leaving school before graduation. Only 
one superintendent thought that the indus- 
trial programs had “holding power” 
whatsoever. 

Several dioceses have made attempts 
solve the problem lack funds for 
shops Catholic schools arranging for 
their students take industrial shop 
courses the public schools for part 
the day while returning their own 
schools for all other classes. This program 
would require much negotiation and sched- 
ule correlation between the schools in- 
volved, nevertheless has much real merit. 


Industrial Education Being Accepted 


can seen from the foregoing in- 
formation, industrial education being ac- 
cepted and introduced into more and more 
Catholic hich schools the dioceses 
throughout the country. This trend, which 
has been gaining momentum since 1945, 
will undoubtly continue unless retarded 
some unforeseen change events. The 
lack fimances, the lack qualified 
teachers, and the lack understanding 
the program seem the greatest hin- 
drances, although many who have tried the 
program agree that has retaining power 
for students who would otherwise leave 
school before graduation.

Kindergarten 


The kindergarten provides instruction for 
children between the ages four and 
six, preparatory entrance the ele- 
mentary school. 

The first kindergarten the United 
States was private kindergarten estab- 
lished 1855 Watertown, Wis., Mrs. 
Carl Shurz, pupil Froebel. Kindergar- 
tens were established other German- 
American communities within the next few 
years. 

The first kindergarten where the English 
language was used was privately established 
Boston Miss Elizabeth Peabody, who 
was largely instrumental the organization 
private training college for kindergar- 
ten teachers. 

Upon the invitation William Harris, 
superintendent schools St. Louis Mo., 
Susan Blow established, 1873 the first 
kindergarten part public school 
system. 1880, some 300 kindergartens 
and kindergarten training schools had 
been opened, largely private undertak- 
ings, cities states the Union. 

1953-54 there were city school 
systems 13,433 kindergartens schools 
with more than 20,000 teachers 
caring for about million (1,191,974) chil- 
dren. The total for state school systems 
was 1,474,007. 

William Kilpatrick’s critical analysis 
the kindergarten (Froebel’s Kindergar- 
ten Principles Critically Examined) 1916 
ended period the development the 
kindergarten which Froebelian orthodoxy 
was dominant. freer experimental atti- 
tude has been developing. 


Infant Schools 


Infant schools originated France and 
were introduced and developed Great 
Britain Robert Owen care for very 
young children years) many 
whom ordinarily would have worked 
the mills. These schools became very popu- 
lar England and were promoted volun- 
tarily Infant School Societies. Similiar 
societies were organized the 
provide facilities and the training 
teachers. 

1816 the first American infant school 
was established Boston admit children 
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four years age and prepare them 
for admission the city schools called 
grammar schools, usually eight years 
age. enter the grammar school, chil- 
dren were required able read and 
write. The ordinary school was frequently 
called the grammar school grammar 
grades, and the infant schools became what 
were known the primary grades pri- 
mary schools the later public school 
systems. 


Dame Schools 


The dame school was school cus- 
todial arrangement which woman would 
take care the children her neighbors 
her own kitchen living room and 
give them some rudimentary instruction 
reading and spelling, occasionally 
writing, and rarely arithmetic “count- 
ing.” The institution grew England 
after the Reformation and was carried 
over the colonies the “transit 
civilization” the seventeenth century. 
The American type tended include the 
three “R’s” “reading, ’riting, ’rithmetic.” 
These schools were absorbed replaced 
the more formally organized “infant 
schools,” become later the primary 
grades primary school the public 
school system. 


Primary School 


The primary school (or primary grades), 
the beginning separately organized, was 
made the first three grades the 
later common (elementary) school. Some- 
times the primary grades constituted two 
grades four grades. With the grades 
beyond, they became the conventional or- 
ganization the eight-grade elementary 
school. 


Grammar School 


The grammar schools grammar grades 
were originally the lowest unit formal 
education, separately organized. For ad- 
mission the grammar schools, the ability 
read write was required. This was 
ordinarily received home from parents 
tutors, and later the infant schools 
which became the primary grades. 

The eight-year (sometimes seven-year) 
elementary school consisted both the 
primary and grammar grades and these 
later were placed under single organiza- 
elementary school. 


This form organization being re- 
placed many places the so-called 
six-six plan which the basic organization 
schools —the elementary schools in- 
cludes the first six grades. The seventh 
and eighth are frequently joined the 
ninth the junior high school. 


Montessori Method 


The Montessori Method for pre-primary 
school children was devised Dr. Maria 
Montessori. Dr. Montessori, who received 
the first medical degree granted 
woman Italy, adapted the method from 
her successful experience with subnormal 
children. She had been student two 
distinguished doctors: Seguin (physiological 
education) and Itard (study 

The method adapted 
for children pre-primary schools cover- 
ing roughly the kindergarten period. The 
Montessori schools were called “houses 
childhood,” and many them were es- 
tablished the about the year 1925. 
The children had great freedom action 
and the teachers were guides, following 
well-known Froebel principle. The senses 
and muscles were trained through 
exercises and games, supplemented 
didactic material prepared Madame 
Montessori. 

Generally speaking, the kindergarten was 
adopted rather than “houses childhood,” 
and Kilpatrick’s criticism The Montes- 
sori System Examined dealt the system 
final blow. (See The Montessori Method, 
Montessori [New York: Frederich 
Stokes, 1912].) 


Hornbook 


The hornbook used the Colonial 
period was not book all, but kind 
with handle. the board was placed 
sheet paper containing: (1) the al- 
phabet capitals and small letters; (2) 
the list vowels; (3) list syllables 
ed, ib, (4) the Lord’s Prayer. 
Sometimes contained, too, the Roman 
numerals. This printed sheet paper was 
covered piece transparent horn 
nailed the board, hence the name, 
“hornbook.”

Catechetical Method 


The catechetical method teaching 
method based having pupils learn 
rote set answers set questions and recite 
the answers orally response the ques- 
tions.

Some are made various lengths straw strung together with needle and thread 
the form bird cages, bell towers, stars, and other geometric shapes. 


Another way using the straws cut them into very small pieces and glue them 
end paper pattern traditional folk design, such the tulip. The ends are 
then split and bent back make tiny starlike units. 


Still another treatment glue lengths the straw together make three- 
dimensional pieces. These may simple crosses elaborate projects reproducing the 
wayside shrines found Lithuanian country roads. Even figures can built 
various lengths straw. 


For the straw project shown here, soda fountain straws make ideal substitute 
for wheat straw and are not fragile. light coat shellac varnish add their 
durability. This can applied with small brush after the ornament finished. 


desired, colored plastic straws can substituted for the ordinary drinking straw. 
With the tree lights shining through these very unusual effect can obtained.

long-range series; outlined, because 
wanted the students write the articles 
themselves, thus learning 
through their own work. 


Planned 
The social arts articles aimed help 
the readers live happily with others. The 
educational-vocational material had 
threefold purpose: impress upon the 
students their present vocation, offer 
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suggestions for their future vocations, and 
awaken them love the true, the 
good, and the beautiful their school 
environment. 

There were objections. Perhaps, the stu- 
dents were already well versed the 
theory and practice the social arts 
through their home training, school parties, 
and courses personality. Yet observation 
proved the need for further guidance. 

Again, perhaps through classes, vocation 
talks, and daily contacts with students and 
teachers the various occupational divi- 
sions the school, the girls would become 
well enough aware their own potential- 
ities and responsibilities living the stu- 
dent vocation and choosing future 
vocation with prayer and thought.
